“HE arrival here of Col. S. P. 

Willlams (Retd.) in connec- 
tion with the work of the 
Royal Empire Society, is 
synonymous with the receipt of 
that distinguished body's De- 
cember ‘publication in which 
Lord Lugard, most famous of 
all Hongkong’s administrators, 
has some telling deductions to 
draw from the Colonial position

In Australia, os ‘in England, 
serious cricket had stopped swith the 
war and the Inst recorded Shefileld 
Shicld result was the victory of 
Victorian in the season of 1914/15. 
The contest. did not take place again 
until the season of 1919-1920 when 
New South Wales were the success- 
ful team. 7 . 

But in this season $n Australia 
cricketers had had some play, for In 
the summicr an Australian Mibitary 
eleven toured Englund under the 
nuspices of the Australian Military 
Command. They played a long pro- 
gramme and managed to beat 
Yorkshire. who were casily the 
Champion County, It was a gorge- 
ous summer ond the wickets were 
parfect. ‘ 

If I recollect correctly Warwick 
Armstrong captained the side and 
for the first tlme the English bats- 
men had to mect the amnazing pace 
of J. M. Gregory who had not played 
before the war. He came to fill the 
place of <A, Cotter who had been 
killed In actlon. He was the only 
Test cricketer, by the way, on the 
side of the Australians who lost his 
WWfe in the whr while, ‘curiously 
enourl, on the English side K. L. 
Hlutchings:and Blythe alone fell. Of

AUSTRALIA VISITED 


Whereas the war had disrupted 
Australian cricket exactly as much 
_—asithad English crickot in one way, 
there was to my mind the slight 
difforence that Australian cricket 
was a much younger Institution 
compared with that of England; und 
just as a youth can gat over in a 
few days n heavy fall that would 
lay out a middle aged man .for 
weeks, 50 Australian cricket shook 
off the effects of the war much 
sooner than could the Englishmen. 
At all events there was the utmost 
keenness ito sec an English Eleven 
playing Tests in Australia, a sight 
not seen since the seuson of 
1911-1912. And in the end the 
M.LC.C, sent out a side under J. W. 
H. T. Douglas, who stepped into the 
Captaincy when Reggie Spooner 
was unable to take it, So strongly 
had Australia come back that fog) 
the first time tn history they won 
all the five Test matches outright. 
Nor wag jt even a close thing in any 
game. Australia won by 377 runs, 
by an innings and 91 runs, by 110 
uns, by elght wickets, and by nine 


In 1919 however the game begon ‘again and marred 
though it was by the disastrous effect of tho two day matches, 
there was ample evidence that it was hale and hearty. 


wickets. é 

I anYinot ygolng Into the actual 
‘details‘of play or players in this ar- 
ticle, but T want to give a general 
view of carly post-war cricket and 
\f possible explain the supremacy 
of ‘Australia. 

To begin with, for six years Aus- 
‘tralia won evory rubber played, for 
after Dougins's disastrous tour, the 
Australian eleven of Warwick Arm- 
strong In 1921-won three and drew 
two of the Test Matches; while in 
1024-25 Gilligan's side, though highly 
thought of, did not sueceed in doing 
more than winning a single match. 

The obvious remark js that Aus- 
tralia were the better cricketers and 
Australian cricket was on the up- 
sawing. This $s quite truce but there) 
Js a further reason, For one thing 
there were very few bowlers worth 
much in England after the war—just 
the ordinary pendulum = swing, no 
doubt. But both before and. after 
the war a great majority had .de- 
veloped the swing, at the expense 
of length very often... The first re- 
sult was dthat‘our English batsmen 
appeared very inuch stronger than 
they actually were, 

But there was something deeper than 
this, Swing bowling such as I have 
mentioned sets a batsmen back on 
his sticks as much as possible as he 
wants to malse his shot as late as 
posable. ‘Moreover this same desire 
was the direct outcome of the strug- 
gles of English batsmen to get used 
to playing ‘the South” African 
pooglic. The restilt” was thatthe 
two-eyed stance developed, (and 
batsmen played back even to well 
pitched up balls with both pads 
plumb: in front of the wicket. 
This largely climinuted§ the drive 
and the cut) and 1] well remémber 
secing one batsman score about 40 
runs simply by, deflecting straight 
balls ‘from his tummy. at, various 
angles to leg. And unfortunately 
the bowling was so bad !t paid! 

There was not « single reiftly fast 
bowler In England in the first two 
or three years after the war. and 
mighty few bowlers who bowled an, 
aecurate length. steadily. Spoonted 
on this easy attack English batsmen 
could not cope with the pace af 
Gregory and MncDonald. Lord Har- 
ris as far back as 1910 had written 
un article in. Wisden pointing out the 
dangers of this new style of batting. 
A very’ good article it was too, and 
nearly-all he prophesied came true.
